In an address delivered recently at Watrous, Sask., Professor Swanson 
of the University of Saskatchewan, said he could see signs on the horizon 
of a return to economic sanity, but “fear is in the way”. He said: “Inter- 
national fear, political fear, biological fear, fear of Japan, economic fear. 
Life is overshadowed and overclouded with fear. The time has now arrived,” 
he added, “to take place of leadership in our country, in overcoming these 
fears. On the Western plains there is no place for this fear.” 

Then in the United States we have Bruce Barton, one of the most 
observant and sanest writers of the day, pointing out that the economists 
seem pretty well agreed that the bottom of the depression has been reached 
and passed and that business is fundamentally better all over the world, 
while of his own country he says it is now in the position of a sick man on 
his way back to health; that while a great many meditines are being ap- 
plied, some of which probably help the patient’s recovery and some of which 
hurt, the important fact is that health is returning, and that the country 
can stand a considerable dose of patent medicines without permanent harm, 
and that when the country is really healthy it will throw the patent medi- 
cine ‘bottles out of the window, discharge the most radical doctors, and go 
on its way. 

Bruce Barton, however, points to two very important things for people 
to remember and heed. It is, he says, vitally important to keep an open 
mind. Things never again are going to be the same as they were; on the 
other hand, they are not going to be so entirely different as some enthusi- 
astic people would have us believe. It is, he says, no use sighing for the 
return of the good old days; it is even less useful to assume that all the 
past was bad and must be discarded. His advice is: “Keep motlerate; keep 
flexible.” 

Most important, says Bruce Barton, “fight all fear’, and he urges that 
the words of Thoreau be placed where they can be seen every day: ‘Noth- 
ing is so much to be feared as fear. The sin that God hates is fear; He 
thinks atheism innocent in comparison.” 

It is undeniably true that fear is the great obstacle to a return to more 
normal conditions throughout the world. It is fear that prevents disarma- 
ment and continues to impose upon the taxpayers of the nations the 
crushing burden of huge armies, navies, air fleets, and the whole compli- 
cated paraphernalia of war establishments. It is fear that leads nations to 
erect hostile tariffs against the goods and products of other nations. It is 
fear that is keeping untold millions of money locked up instead of it cours- 
ing through all the channels of business and providing work and wages for 
countless thousands at present unemployed. It is fear that igs distorting the 
minds of people and making them the easy victims of others who preach the 
gospel of discontent and despair. 

Fear never makes for progress. Being destructive of constructive 
thought and initiative, it acts as a brake on progress, preventing the 
launching of new enterprises, discouraging expansion and further develop- 
ments. Through the engendering of timidity and lack of self-confidence, 
fear leads man to withdraw into himself and behind isolation protective 
devices wherein he cowers but does nothing else. In a word, fear makes 
him a coward with a coward’s outlook on life and its responsibilities. 

It is the future of which most people appear to be fearful. They decline 
to recognize and accept the lessons and experiences of the past as having 
any bearing upon or offering any guide for the problems and experiences of 
the present. Instead, in their fear, they say present difficulties are differ- 
ent from anything ever before known, and consequently neither thy nor any 
other person or persons know what to do or what ought to be done. 

So, in their fear, they will not take actions which would not only 
accomplish something but would inspire others to action, and the cumulative 
effect of which would be a solving of difficulties. Work would be provided 
for hundreds and thousands of people now idle if others having some re- 
serves would take their courage in their hands and proceed to have this, 
that or the other little job done which demands attention. But, no, they 
will not venture even a small expenditure and thus they retard progress 
and help to perpetuate a condition of things which, if continued, will mean 
their own ruin. 

Wise parents seek to overcome fear on the part of their children. They 
do it judiciously but persistently because they realize that the obsession of 
fear is the greatest possible handicap in life. Wise leaders of the Canadian 
people in all walks of life should join forces in waging war on fear which 
now possesses so many, and they should join battle with those who are 
engaged in capitalizing fear as an agency in the advancement of feelings 
of economic despair.

Alberta’s Greenhouses 
Value Of Sales In 1981 Was Placed 
At $800,000 

Though Alberta is thought of by 
most people as a country of wheat it 
has considerable space devoted to 
greenkouses. Alberta leads the other 
prairie provinces in this respect. The 
figures recently released at Ottawa 
show that-in 1931 the province had 
some 642,000 square feet under glass

Act May Be Revised 


Amendment Of Canadian Constitu- 
tion Is Now Under Consideration 
Revision of the Canadian Consti- 

tution to bring it into harmony with 

present-day conditions is under con- 
sideration by the federal authorities. 

Tremendous changes in the busi- 
ness and social life of the Domin- 
ion have occurred since the British 
North America Act was drafted and 
while Sir John A. Macdonald and the 
other Fathers of Confederation are 
rated among the greatest statesmen 
the country has produced, it is now 
recognized they could not foresee all 
the developments of the last half 
century or more. 

There are many ways in which the 
federal and provincial jurisdictions 
apparently clash, including radio, 
aviation, insurance, companies acts 
and other matters which were not 
contemplated when the B/N.A. Act 
was framed. 

Amending the constitution, if it 
comes, will be brought about by an 
address of both Houses of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada to the Parliament of 
the United Kingdom. Consent of the 
provinces is not absolutely necessary, 
but the government of Canada would 
hesitate to seek changes without the 
consent of the provinces. 

Revision of the constitution would 
be a task requiring considerable 
study, and it is suggested here that 
the matter might very well be re- 
ferred to a special committee of the 
senate, which is singularly well 
equipped with legal talent.

The war mini- 
ster asked this man if he wanted to 
join the infantry or the cavalry. The 
reply was “The infantry. When we 
get into trouble I don’t want to be 
hampered with no horse.” 

In days to come many a finance 
minister, facing conditions such as 
those exist to-day, may wish that he 
were not hampered by ‘no horse,””—

Motor Car Fatalities 

That the automobile is a destruc- 
tive and death-dealing machine is 
again indicated by the appalling 
number of fatalities in the United 
States due to motor accidents. Fig- 
ures compiled by an insurance com- 
pany show that 29,900 Americans 
were killed in auto mishaps last year; 
and while this is only a small in- 
crease over the total for 1932, the 
dismaying fact is revealed that the 
death list was proportionately a good 
deal higher. 

Thus it is pointed out that the 
death ratio of fatalities to the num- 
ber of accidents has increased nearly 
six per cent., and that the increased 
number of deaths occurred despite 
the fact the total auto registrations 
and gasoline consumption had 
dropped. 

The annual death toll exacted by 
the motor car both in Canada and 
the United States should occasion 
serious thought. If some pestilence 
were sweeping the country we would 
organize all our forces to check it. 
We should not sit idly by and accept 
the frightful auto death toll as one 
of the inescapable hazards of modern 
life. 


Apricot Custard Tarts 


cup sugar 

teaspoon salt 

egg yolks 

cup mashed stewed apricots 
teaspoon lemon juice 
tablespoon Benson’s Corn Starch

Expensive To Build 

“Wonder-boats” is a description 
that has possibly not yet been ap- 
plied to the craft of the Royal Na- 
tional Lifeboat Institution, yet it is 
not inappropriate. In the Institu- 
tion’s fleet are boats that can free 
themselves of water as rapidly as it 
comes on board. They can keep 
afloat when every one of the water- 
tight compartments has been dam- 
aged and open to the sea. 

If capsized they can right them- 
selves and empty out all water in 25 
seconds, ‘and in the case of motor- 
propelled boats, continue running 
when the engine-room is flooded. 

I was given these facts when I 
talked to Lieut.-Colonel C. R. Satter- 
thwaite, secretary of the Royal Na- 
tional Lifeboat Institute, about the 
boats that during the last’ few days 
have saved many lives from the fury 
of the easterly gales, states a Lon- 
don newspaper special representative. 
I also learned how it is that a boat 
full of water can immediately empty 
itself. 

“On the bottom of most boats in 
our Fleet and on the sides of some 
of the latest models,” said Colonel 
Satterthwaite, “are relieving valves 
or scuppers. These only allow the 
water tc pass one way. As fast ag 
the sea fills the cockpit of a lifeboat 
it is automatically emptied out at the 
bottom or sides. That is perhaps not 
the most remarkable feature of life- 
boat construction. : 

“Not many people know that a 
lifeboat can have twenty koles knock- 
ed in each side, and yet still be able 
to go on with ner work. This ig due 
to the fact that a lifeboat is divided 
into from seven to fourteen water- 
tight compartments, and has from 
70 to 160 air-cases. These air-cases 
made ber practically unsinkable, 
and a boat can be kept afloat by 
these even when each of the water- 
tight compartments is open to the 
water. ‘In view of these devices it is 
hardly surprising, perhaps, that the 
modern motor lifeboat’ costs from 
£3 500 to £9,000.”

MASS BUYING 
IS SUGGESTED 


Ottawa.—A national control coun- 
cll to curb mass buying by chain and 
@epartment stores and unfair, un- 
ethical business practices was pro- 
posed to the Stevens’ committee of 
the house of commons by George 
Hougham of Toronto, secretary of 
the Ontario Retail Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation. 

After describing big-buying organ- 
izations as a social menace to Can- 
ada as a whole, the Toronto official 
suggested a federally-controlled coun- 
cil to supervise industries generally. 
With each industry would be a board, 
again supervised by the Dominion in 
the interest of the consumer, to es- 
tablish fair-trading codes and en- 
force wage and hour regulations. 

A picture of misery and destruc- 
tion left in the wake of mass buying 
and mass advertising by chain and 
department stores was painted by 
Warren K. Cook of Toronto before 
the committee. 

In a many-sided indictment against 
department stores, Mr. Cook, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Association of 
Garment Manufacturers, charged 
they drove legitimate manufacturers 
out of business through what he 
termed unscrupulous competition. 
They placed tricky and misleading 
advertising in newspapers. They 
stole the styles and models of im- 
porters and manufacturers, handing 
them over to their own factories. 
Through feature sale advertising 
they drove down prices and “fooled 
the purchaser by offering a bait to 
the few to make a profit from the 
many.” 

Hon. H. H. Stevens, chairman of 
the committee, indicated auditors 
were at work on department store 
books and would be called before 
the committee later. He made only 
a passing reference to them. 


General Election In 
Alberta Is Forecast 


May Be Called Soon After Present 
Session Closes 

Calgary. — A general provincial 
election in Alberta, to be called soon 
after the close of the present session 
of the legislature, is forecast in & 
story published by the Calgary Al- 
bertan.

Air Route To Canada 


Direct Route Via Newfoundland

London.—A direct air route to 
Canada via Newfoundland is under 
study by the British, Canadian and 
Newfoundland governments, the 
house of commons was told by Sir 
Philip Sassoon. 

Sir Philip, under-secretary for air, 
presenting the air estimates, remark- 
ed an entirely new project for which 
a provision of $50,000 is contained 
in the estimates igs a weekly service 
between New York and Bermuda, in 
which Imperial Airways and Ameri- 
can interests will co-operate. 

Sir Philip also said it was hoped 
to have the Britain-Australia service 
in operation by the autumn.

To Correct Abuses 


Want Investigation Of Livestock In- 
dustry In Ontario 


Toronto.—The agriculture commit- 
tee of the Ontario legislature moved 
to correct alleged abuses in packing 
p'ants and stockvards. Without a 
dissenting voice, the committee pass- 
ec a resolution asking the Stevens 
committee at Ottawa to thoroughly 
and immediately investigate the 
whole livestock industry of the prov- 
ince. 

Numerous complaints were pre- 
sented to the committee by drovers, 
cleiming there there was no compseti- 
tion among buyers at the stockyards, 
the large firms’ buyers refusing to 
bid sgainst each other, that bids were 
cut after the market closed, that the 
bulk of shipments went direct to the 
abattoirs without being subject to 
bidding, and that handling charges 
were so heavy the farmer’s return 
drepped below cost. 


Uncover Arsenal 


Illegal Distribution Of Arms And 
Munitions in Montreal 


Montreal.—_A body blow at illegal 
distribution of arms and ammunition 
to criminal hands in Montreal was 
struck by provincial police in an im- 
portant raid. They seiezd 28 loaded 
revolvers, 1,000 boxes of cartridges, 
five rifles, three shotguns, 20 daggers, 
25 blackjacks and a number of axes 
in a house in suburban Outremont. 

Three months of careful investi- 
gation into underhand circulation of 
deadly weapons were climaxed by 
the raid, Chief Louis Jargaille of the 
detective department, provincial 
police, said.

Henry Ford Says Munition Makers 
Responsible For War 

Fort Myers; Fla.—Charging that a 
small group of men were responsible 
for war through the manufacture of 
munitions and by fostering interna- 
tional distrust, Henry Ford thinks 
United States Senator William Borah 
“had the right idea” in his attack on 
the $500,000,000 United States navy 
program and other osrmy and navy 
construction. 

“The people in general don’t want 
war,” said Mr. Ford, “but it has been 
forced on them by scheming munition 
makers looking for enormous profits 
through the sale of arms. 

“I do not pay much attention to 
the talk about war for I have fouad 
out that there is not much I can do 
about it as an individual. Outlawing 
war depends upon the people. In the 
past they have followed the war 


makers. If we could get rid of the 
approximately 100 men_ responsible 
for wars in this world, the people 


would enjoy peace.” 


NEED A BETTER 
SYSTEM FOR 
HANDLING RELIEF 


Ottawa.—Immediate action with a 
view to evolving a permanent system 
of handling unemployment relief and 
other pressing social problems is 
urged in a statement issued by the 


Canadian Council on Child and Fam- | 


ily Welfare. The statement is an 
analysis of relief conditions now ex- 
isting and a series of suggestions for 
tae evolution of permanent measures 
of social aid to those unable to sup- 
port themselves. 

Any effective scheme of a perman- 
ent character, the statement says, 
must recognize frankly that many 
people now out of work can never 
be absorbed again in gainful employ- 
ment and that unemployment insur- 


ance is not only not a cure for the! 


present condition, but will fall short 


of meeting the problem on a long-! 


term basis. 

None-the-less, the council believes, 
unemployment insurance should be 
initiated at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. It should be on a contributory 
basis and be actuarially sound. 
the same time the present Dominion, 
provincial, and . municipal relief 
organizations should be re-cast on 
efficient lines. 

Causes of dependency, other than 
unemployment, such as sickness acci- 
dent, and old age, should be tabulat- 
ed and insurance of a contributory 
character provided for relief in such 
cases. Other causes of dependency 


which can not be worked into an’ 


actuarial system would have to be 
met by a permanent system of direct 
relief. 

To avoid the debilitating effect 
of living on relief a program of re- 
lief work should be launched.

NG TO TRAGEDY 


Regulations To Be Studied By Com- 
mons Committee 


Ottawa.—The regulations for grad- 
ing hogs and eggs will be studied by 
the commons committee on agricul- 
ture. F. H. Pickel (Cons., Brome- 
Missisquoi), brought the matter be- 
fore the house in a resolution asking 
that the grading laws be amended. 
After considerable discussion § the 
house accepted the amendment of 
Grote Stirling (Cons., Yale, B.C.) re- 
ferring the.question to the commit- 
tee. 

The government hog graders were 
often ‘pals’ of the packers and fav- 
ored their friends as against the 
farmers in grading the animals 
brought to the abattoirs, Mr. Pickel 
declared. The egg graders were also 
frequently against the farmers. 


Prince Albert National Park 


Recommend That Province Of Sas- 
katchewan Eliminate Claim 


Prince Albert. -— Recommendation 
“that the province of Saskatchewan 
eliminate its claim insofar as it 
affects Prince Albert national park, 


as it is preferable the park be ad- 
ministered by the federal govern- 
ment,” was sent to Regina after 
being approved by the local board of 
trade. 

It arises from Saskatchewan's 
claim for compensation for alienation 
of land for the park. The Dominion 
countered before the probing com- 
mission in Ottawa by offering to 
hand the park over to the province. 


NO AGREEMENT 


PRICES INCANADA 


Ottawa.—There is no agreement 
among meat packing firms to con- 
trol hog prices in Canada, J. 8. Mc- 
Lean, president of Canada Packers, 
told the house business inquiry. No 
efforts are made to curb prices for 
the simple reason the packers make 
more money on a rising market. 

All day long, the Toronto head of 
the Canada-wide packing firm gave 
evidence before the committee in- 
vestigating general labor conditions 
and business practices. His company 
will be investigated by auditors, the 
profits listed, salaries disclosed and 
the capitalization examined. 

Canadian hog prices are dependent 
upon the English prices for bacon, 
set weekly at a conference in Lon- 
don, the committee was told. When 
bacon prices advance, hog prices 
climb, although only 10 per cent. of 
Canada’s pork production is export- 
ed to the United Kingdom market. 
Canadian packers are not informed 
in advance of the English bacon 
price and often make a wrong guess 
on the trend. 

From his 30 years’ experience in 
the meat packing industry, Mr. Mc- 
Lean said no changes in marketing 
practices would increase by one dol- 
lar prices to the farmers. He could 
not agree with Hon. H. H. Stevens, 
minister of trade and commerce, and 
E. J, Young, Liberal member for 
Weyburn, that the practice of setting 
arbitrary differentials for lower grade 
hogs worked against the farmer. Nor 
could he agree with suggestions that 
all hogs be graded in stock yards 


and buyers permitted to take their) 


pick in contrast to the present sys- 
tem of buying a carlot of mixed 
grades and taxing the lower stand- 
ards 50 cents to $2.50 a head. 


The influence that has lifted hog | 


prices in a year from $3.25 to $9.25 
has been the steady outlet for bacon 
in the English market, Mr. McLean 
said.

SMITH ACQUITTED 
BY JURY ON 
SEDITION CHARGE 


Toronto.—After deliberating six 
hours and 15 minutes a jury here 
acquitted A, BE. Smith, general sec- 
retary of the Canadian Labor De- 
fence league, of a charge of sedi- 
tious utterance involving Prime Mini- 
ster R. B. Bennett. He was alleged 
to have charged the prime minister 
with ordering the shooting of Tim 
Buck, Communist prisoner at King- 
ston penitentiary, during the convict 
insurrections of 1932. 

Smith, veteran Methodist church 
minister of Brandon, who discarded 
bis clerical garb during the Winnipeg 
labor riots of 1919, slept on a wooden 
bench in a city hall jail cell during 
the last hour of the jury delibera- 
tions. Shortly after 6 o’clock he was 
aroused by sheriff’s officérs and led 
to the prisoner’s dock in the assize 
court. 

The foreman of the jury, who had 
led the 11 jurors back into court 
twice after the charge was made by 
Mr, Justice Hugh EB. Rose shortly 
before noon pronounced the words 
“not guilty’. 

The prisoner at the bar, a 62-year- 
old Labor champion, heard the words 
with the same impassive expression

Hitherto these wooded soils have 
failed to produce satisfactory yields, 
especially with grain crops, by rea- 
son of their low, natural state of 
fertility but it has been demonstrat- 
ed that the use of green manure 
legume crops with fertilizers gave 
increases in wheat yields, and gen- 
erally where relatively large in- 
creases in yield were obtained by 
fertilizers, the nitrogen and phos- 
phorus contents were reduced, an ex- 
ception being the nitrogen content of 
clover which often increased with 
yield. Oat and barley crops were 
seriously below normal in protein 
content whether fertilized or not.— 
Scientific Agriculture. 


Chance To Make Good 


Quebec Would Establish Special 
Farms For Discharged Prisoners 
A measure of prison reform, or 

rather of extra aid to prisoners who 

have completed their prison terms in 

Quebec, now before the legislature 

will meet with general approval. Un- 

der it special farms will be establish- 
ed and maintained where such men 
may secure work and earn an honest 


‘living instead of being thrown back 


again into the city or town without 
any visible means of subsistence, and 
with the stigma of their prison 
record held ever against them. There 
is need for such a movement, and it 
is a good thing to see the govern- 
ment taking the initiative in the im- 
portant matter.—-Montreal Star. 


Learned How To Cook

Is the size of ouf heads an index 
to our intelligence? 

A Washington scientist has just 
asked British members of parliament 
to let him have particulars of the 
length, breadth, and circumference of 
their heads. While at the moment 
he won't commit himself too far, he 
says that the brains of 100 eminent 
persons have been examined, and in 
the majority of cases the weight is 
above the average. And the size of 
the head is a guide to the size of the 
brain. 

But it may be dangerous to form 
any too definite conclusions. The 
fact that epileptics usually have 
relatively large brains must for in- 
stance, be taken into account. What 
is probably the largest brain ever 
measured belonged to an epileptoid 
idiot. 

Then, taking the six next biggest 
brains on record, we get a very curi- 
ous mixture. One of them belonged 
to Turgeniev, the famous Russian 
novelist, and another to Cuvier, the 
great zoologist. But three belonged 
to quite undistinguished individuals, 
and the sixth was an imbecile’s. 

Of the six largest women’s brains 
—all smaller than any of those men- 
tioned above—two belonged to luna- 
tics, and a third to a medical student 
who committed suicide because she 
was afraid she had failed in her final 
examination. None of the others be- 
longed to a person of eminence. 

Other “guides to intelligence’ are 
not much more helpful than size of 
head. One scientist, as a result of 
investigations in St. Louis, U.S.A., 
came to the conclusion that the 
heaviest and tallest children were the 
most intelligent, but two other in- 
vestigators, working in Iowa and 
Florence, arrived at a precisely op- 
posite result. 

In London elementary schools, it 
was found stupid children tended to 
be below the average height, and 
clever children above it. 


Poetic Tribute To Canada 


Was Paid By Lord Dufferin Over 
Sixty Years Ago 

Lady Dufferin celebrated her 
ninety-first birthday. Lord and Lady 
Dufferin were beloved by the people 
of Canada some 60 years ago. He 
was governor general from 1872 to 
1878, and he and his brilliant wife 
won the hearts of the people ‘by the 
wholehearted manner in which they 
entered into the life of the Dominion 
and its people. Perhaps the most 
poetic tribute ever paid to Canada 
was that uttered by Lord Dufferin 
in Belfast, on the occasion of a ban- 
quet tendered him on the eve of the 
departure of himself and Lady Duf- 
ferin for Canada. He said: ‘Like 
a virgin goddess in a primeval world 
Canada still walks in unconscious 
beauty among her golden woods and 
by the margin of trackless streams 
catching but broken glances of her 
radiant majesty as mirrored on their 
surface, and scarcely recks as yet of 
the glories awaiting her in the Cyly- 
mus of Nations.” 

There were stirring times in Can- 
ada while the Dufferins were at 
Rideau Hall. It was the period of 
the Pacific scandal which swept the 
government of Sir John MacDonald 
from power, and of the first Riel 
Rebellion. There was also a bitter 
dispute between the Dominion and 
British Columbia. Lord Dufferin 
showed great sagacity in face of 
problems confronting him. He and 
Lady. Dufferin toured the whole coun- 
try and everywhere received a re- 
markable welcome.—Saint John Tele- 
graph-Journal.

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Glass Windows 


Method Similar To That Used By 
Monks In Middle Ages 

At work on the marvellous stained- 
glass windows for Liverpool Cathe- 
dral, Mr. J. H. Hogan has just shown 
me round his studios, and told me 
how colored glass is made, writes a 
Tit-Bits man. 

“I think we can claim,” he said, 
“that the windows for the great cen- 
tral space of Liverpool Cathedral 
will surpass in size and color any 
Stained glass of the past.” 

And yet in the main the method 
of making these windows is much 
tne same as that employed by the 
monks in the Middle Ages. The 
mediaeval craftsmen made giass, 
“pot-metal” as it is called, in red, 
blue green, yellow, purple, brown, 
and white, the chief colors made to- 
day. Like the present workers, these 
monks also made glass that was 
colored all through or white-coated 
with a color “flashed.” 

It was known in the fourteenth 
century that oxide of silver will stain 
glass yellow and that by means of 
the application of hydrofluoric acid 
you can clean color off flashed glass 
and show the white beneath. So 
that the worker can have three tints 
on a single piece of glass if he wishes. 

“A stained-glass window is not a 
picture painted on glass,” Mr. Hogan 
explained, “but art of an entirely dif- 
ferent kind. The sun produces the 
picture which assumes a _ thousand 
forms as the light changes. The win- 
dows, built up of jewel-like pieces of 
g.ass, provide the color for the sun's 
palette. For two hundred years the 
art of designing windows and of mak- 
ing the colored glass was lost, until 
tha Whitefriars Glassworks, in the 
middle of the last century, rediscov- 
ered the secret, and it again became 
a living art. These Glassworks have 
been perfecting methods of making 
giass for two hundrei and fifty 
years.” 

It is surprising to learn that the 
g'ass for the Cathedral is made by a 
men blowing down a pipe as he does 
to make a bottle. But all hand-made 
glass, to use an Irishism, is blown 
from a pipe. The cy'incer that the 
mar forms at the cnd of his blow- 
pipe is cut open from end to end with 
a diamond. When th‘s “muff,” so- 
called from its shape is placed in a 
well-heated kiln with the split side 
uppermost, the heat of the kiln 
causes the glass to melt and the muff 
gradually collapses. A man called a 
spreader helps by flattening out tne 
sheet of glass with a tool, and then 
it is allowed to cool. 

These pieces of colored glass that 
bave been made to the designer's 
orders are now transferred to his 
workshops and form the medium in 
wkich he is going to work to build 
up his window. There are few forms 
of art that call for such a variety of 
gifts as those needed to create a 
stained-glass window. The choice of 
subject is no less important than its 
expression in such color and in such 
sized pieces of glass between the 
lead-framing that the whole will be 
a kind of symphony in sunshine. 

A full-sized tinted drawing, ap- 
proximately one hundred feet high 
and thirty feet wide for the Liver- 
pool windows, is prepared, and the 
pieces of colored glass laid on this 
drawing and cut to fit exactly, like 
a jig-saw puzzle. When all the color- 
ed glass is in position, held by pins 
thrust through the design into the 
board beneath (and looking for all 
the world like a bobbin-lace cush!on), 
the strips of grooved lead are intro- 
duced between the sections of glass 
and soldered at the joints. The great 
window is made in sections that fit 
into grooves in the masonry of the 
Cathedral wall. Cross bars of metal, 
called “saddle-bars,” strengthen the 
window. 

Mr. Hogan's reputation as a de- 
signer is not confined to England. 
His huge window in St. Thomas's 
Church, New York, is said to be the 
finest stained glass in the Goethic 
style done in our time, and it rivals 
the world-famous windows of the 
Sainte Chapelle of Paris.

“Either the lesser variety of 
wheats should be outlawed, which 
is the pohcy the Argentine evidently 
intends to pursue, or they should be 
graded separately and sold on their 
relative values, in order that Can- 
ada's previously high standard 
quality grades shall not continue to 
be impaired but shall be rehabil- 
itated to maintain their wide mar- 
gin of world’s superiority,” Mr. Short 
said. 

If such a method of grading were 
adopted and as a result the north- 
ern farmers discovered that the 
continuance of the growing of such 
wheats proved unremunerative, — it 
would drive them into other and 
more remunerative types of farm- 
ing, he said. This would automatic- 
ally help to bring about desired re- 
ductions of wheat acreage, and, at 
the same time, automatically ensure 
the raising of the average level. of 
the Canadian crop. 


No Statistics Available 


No Reliable Knowledge Of World 
Wheat Acreages 
“At the outset, it must be stated 
that a complete enumeration of 
world wheat acreage is impossible, 
because no statistics are available for 
a few large producing areas and for 
tnany smaller countries”, said Dr. T. 
W. Grindley, chief, Agricultural 
Branch, Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics, in discussing trends in world 
‘ wheat acreage at the World's Grain 
Conference. China, of -coursé, is an 
outstanding example of a country of 
which we have no reliable knowledge 
of crop acreages. By some authori- 
ties, China is rated as the world’s 
largest wheat-producing country, but 
since her yield per acre is raised very 
higk by intensive methods, it is prob- 
able that her wheat acreage is less 
than in Russia_or the United States, 
and perhaps India. The other coun- 
tries of possible importance in wheat- 
growing which have no reliable stat- 
istics that could be included in a 
study of trends are two South Ameri- 
can countries, Ecuador -and Vene- 
zuela; Albania in Europe; Abyssinia 
in Africa; and Persia, Arabia, and 
Afghanistan in Asia. The Food Re- 
search Institute calculates that the 
highest current estimates of the so- 
called world production: cover only 
about 80 per cent., More or less, of 
the wheat actually produced in the 
world.

Canadian Wheat Wanted 
Millers Require Hard Canadian 
Wheat To Mix With Softer 
Grades 

Speaking of the wheat situation 
from an importer’s point of view, Mr. 
G. J. 8. Broomhall, the international 
wheat trade expert, told the Regina 
conference that it might perhaps be 
emphasized that wheat growers are 
still in a favoured position, in that 
they can put on the market the most 
valued foodstuff of civilized man. 
And in this matter Canadians were 
particularly fortunate, for they grew 
a wheat that is desired by millers in 
all countries. It wag true that all 
millers do not, and indeed cannot, 
buy Canadian strong wheats, because 
many countries in Europe, and some 
outside Europe, had imposed such 
high duties and milling restrictions 
that Canadian and other overse1s 
wheat are effectively excluded. But 
that did not alter the fact that mil- 
lers want Canadian wheat, especially 
when they are compelled to mill a 
very high per ‘centage of soft native 
wheat. 


Jersey Cattle In Alberta 


Province Ranks Fourth In Total 
Registration For Canada 

Gratifying growth in herds and in 
production of Jersey cattle and milk 
in Alberta during the past year were 
reported to the annual meeting of the 
Southern Alberta Jersey Cattle Club 
by W..T. Hunter of Vernon, western 
field representative of the Canadian 
Jersey Cattle Club. He referred to 
a marked increase in demand for 
Jersey milk, not only in Western 
Canada, but throughout the Do- 
minion, During the past eighteen 
months, Hunter said, 300 Jersey cows 
were brought into Edmonton and 
Calgary districts, most of them from 
British Columbia. Alberta now ranks 
fourth in the Dominion in total regis- 
tration and transfers of Jersey cattle, 
Ortario, Quebec and British Colum- 
bia leading in that order. 


Asiletasics ‘Ter The Blind 


May Take Form Along The Line Of 
Old Age Pensions 

Hopes that, if Canada makes a 
speedy economic recovery, action may 
be taken soon to provide financial 
assistance to the blind along the line 
of old age pensions, was held out by 
Prime Minister R. B. Bennett in the 
house of commons. 
During consideration of the miscel- 
laneous estimates the discussion 
arose over an item granting assist- 
ance to two blind ivtitutiong in Mont- 
real. The prime minister said that 
some of the provinces had enacted 
legislation providing for their par- 
ticipation in a scheme which would 
give old age pensions to blind on 
reaching the age of 40. No unt- 
formity had ag yct been attained, the 
prime minister said, but he intimated 
nothing but financial stringency was 
delaying action in this respect. 
Dr, G. D. Stanter (Cons., Calgary 
East), urged that the government 
purchasing agents make as much use 
as possible of articles manufactured 
in blind institutions. The prime min- 
ister said he believed everything that 
may te done to help the blind in this 
way would be done.

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History Of Canadian Wool Grading 


Principle Has Now Become General 
Among Sheep Raisers 

The present-day high quality of 
Canadian wool is due in the main 
part to grading which was started 
by the Live Stock Branch of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture in 
1918. At that time the care taken 
in the growing, shearing, prepara- 
tion for market, and marketing was 
such that Canadian wools were dis- 
credited not only in the home market 
but in foreign markets as well. Grad- 
ed wool easily sold at higher values 
than ungraded, and on this account 
the efforts of the government officials 
were soon crowned with success, 
Grading became very popular in a 
short time and at first was perform- 
ed locally, often at a number of 
points within a province. These grad- 
ing centres not only acted as mar- 
keting points for graded wools, but 
flso served as an excellent medium 
for farmers in ascertaining the rela- 
tive market value of the various 
wool grades and the necessity of 
putting up the wool in proper shape 
for market. 

When once the local organization 
work had been completed, and a 
knowledge of the wool grading prin- 
ciple became general among sheep 
raisers, it was thought best to estab- 
lish the co-operative marketing and 
sale of wool on a purely commercial 
basis, and in 1918 representations of 
the various associations met in con- 
ference and organized the Canadian 
Co-operative Wool Growers, Limited, 
an organization with which are now 
affiliated some thirty local’ wool 
growers’ associations. The headquart- 
ers at Toronto now acts in co-opera- 
tion with the various associations in 
arranging for the collecting and for- 
warding of wools consigned for grad- 
ing and co-operative sale. It also 
acts as selling agents for such wools 
for all the associations affiliated with 
it. The Dominion Live Stock Branch 
still assumes responsibility for the 
wool grade“standards and provides 
official wool graders for the grading 
of co-operative shipments. 


No Sand In Sandpaper. 


Abrasive Particles Are Specially 
Crushed Flint Or Garnet 

Familiar as sandpaper is to every- 
body, yet there are very few persons, 
indeed, who know that this univers- 
ally used product has no sand in it. 

Sand cannot be used for making 
sandpaper because it is not efficient 
for that purpose, due to the fact that 
most sand is waterworn and the par- 
ticles are therefore more or less 
rounded and have no sharp cutting 
edge. 

The fine abrasive particles on sand- 
paper are specially crushed flint or 
garnet or are products of the electric 
furnace, aluminum oxide or silicon 
carbide. 

The abrasive particles used in the} 
manufacture of sandpaper, with a 
few exceptions, are not true crystals, 
nor are they alike. The particles, | 
though carefully graded, vary in size 
and shape and have many edges and 
points, some of which are much} 
sharper than others. Best results are 
obtained from grits approximately 
twice as long as they are wide.

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e To Attract Immigrants 
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There is no time for Canada to em- 
bark on a grandiose scheme to at- 
tract immigrants, the house of com- 
mons was advised by Hon. Wesley 
Gordon, minister. of immigration. 
And his views were shared by James 
8S. Woodsworth, leader of the C.C.F., 
and Hon, Charles Stewart, a former 
Liberal minister of immigration. 

“I think the time will come,” said 
Mr. Gordon, “when this country will 
again be sufficiently attractive so 
that many more hundreds of thous- 
ands of people will come here from 
the United Kingdom.” But present 
conditions did not warrant a lower- 
ing of the immigration bars. 

The name of Brig.-Gen. W. L. 
Hornby, of Lethbridge, Alta., loomed 
large in the discussion as estimates 
of the department were under con- 
sideration. No concrete plan to bring 
British settlers to Canada had been 
placed before him by Brig.-Gen. 
Hornby in the two discussions he had 
had with him, said the minister.

Mem- 
bers told the house. of receiving 
pamphlets on the reported Hornby 
scheme to bring British settlers into 
the country. 

John Vallance (Lib., South Battle- 
ford) introduced the subject and said 
he understood Brig.-Gen. Hornby was 
proposing a settlement of British set- 
tlers in a part of his constituency. 
The minister replied he had not heard 
of this action. 

To Hon. Ian Mackenzie (Lib., Van- 
couver Centre), the minister said no 
plan to further British immigration 
had been suggested to Canada by: 
the British government. 

Hon. D. M. Sutherland, minister of 
national defence, had been solicited 
by Brig.-Gen. Hornby for support of 
his settlement plan. He (Col. Suth- 
erland) considered Brig.-Gen. Hornby 
much of a “visionary”. 


Subject Of Scientific Test 


Study Being Made Of Insect Popula- 
tion Of Britain 


. The first attempt to obtain a cen- 
sus of Britain's insect population is 
being completed at the Rothamsted 
Experimental Station, Harpenden, the 
oldest centre of agriculture research 
in the United Kingdom. 

Insects are drawn to an automatic 
‘light trap,” counted, the period of 
the night at which they arrived 
noted, and the motives for their 
activity analyzed. Already it is sb- 
vious that the insect population is 
many times greater than had been 
supposed, and a “rare” collectors’ 
specimen has proved to be a common 
inmate of the trap. 

Some 180,000 insects represent an 
eleven months’ “bag.” Ultimately 
it is hoped to translate such figures 
into proper census form, reports the 
New York Times. 

Of even more interest to farmers 
are the extraordinary day-to-day 
In July 
there was a drop from nearly 6,000 
to 50 on successive nights, while of 
500 insects caught in January, 425 
were taken in one night and 400 in 
less than two hours. 

To explain these sudden changes 
in habit, comparison is made with a 
whole series of weather records, 
while a special instrument has been 
invented which records the amount 
of bright moonlight at all periods of 
the night. Another new instrument 
makes a record of night cloud. 
Warmth, cloud and calm seem to be 


three factors which cause an im- 
mediate increase in activity. 
Records are also being kept of 


the dates when particular insects are 
last caught, and of the 
number of successive broods. 

Some insects have been found to 
fly early and others late, Others 
again, indulge in both an evening and

Too many people are content with 
But that 
custom, fortunately is disappearing. 
Many vegetables are best planted 
very early. Spinach, peas, lettuce, 
and radish, for instance, cannot be 
put in too early. Just as soon as the 
soil is fit té work is the time for the 
first of these. But with the tender 
stuff like melons, cucumbers, corn, 
and the started plants there is no 
rush, as long as there is a possibility 
of frost. Then, too, it is a big mis- 
take to plant all at one time. Prac- 
tically everywhere two or three plant- 
ings at intervals of ten days of many 
vegetables can be made and thus the 
harvest spread over a longer period. 
With some things, however, and some 
places this is not possible but the 
harvest may be extended by using 
several varieties. This course is best 
followed with peas. The early plant- 
ed peas are the best yielders, but by 
sowing an early variety, a medium 
sort and a late cropper, though all 
are planted the same day, there will 
be a difference of ten days to three 
weeks in maturity. 

With many flowers and vegetables 
from two to three weeks can be 
saved if the seed is started indoors. 
Indeed, in districts where the grow- 
ing season is rather short certain 
things must be grown in this way if 
bloom or maturity is to be guaran- 
teed. Among the flowers are pansies, 
asters, marigolds, zinnias, petunias, 
cosmos, larkspur, stocks, and snap- 
dragon, though with the possible ex- 
ception of the petunia and aster in 
the warmer sections of the Dominion, 
good results can also be secured 
from seed sown in the open ground. 
With vegetables there are peppers, 
tomatoes, cabbage, cauliflower, egg 
plants, Brussell’s sprouts, broccoli, 
celery and head lettuce. Naturally, 
when sown under glass in March, and 
set out as well started plants in 
May, such things are away ahead of 
seed sown in the open ground after 
the spring frosts are over.

Little Journeys In Science 


ELECTRIC FISH 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Fish which carry electric charges 
powerful enough to render their 
enemies unconscious are found in 
certain parts of the ocean and in 
some tropical rivers. These fish are 
equipped with “electric organs”, re- 
sembling plates of a battery, which 
in some cases produce illumination 
and in others merely give the fish 
power to give off electric shocks. 
Luminous fish give off light in vari- 
ous ways. One variety of fish has 
lights arranged along the sides of its 
body, giving it the appearance of an 
ecean liner at night. Another has a 
lantern suspended before its nose. 
The light given off is mostly blue 
and green in color and is said to be 
very luminous, at times resembling 
a flame. 


The electric eel, one of the most 
interesting of the electric fish, does 
not give off light. It has two op- 
positely charged electrical organs 
running along its back which pro- 
duce a continucus current from head 
to tail, and make the eel capable of 
giving off powerful electric shocks. 
In the tropi.al rivers of Africa are} 
found caettish about three f2et in 
length, which are capable of giving 
shocks of 450 volts, sufficient to | 
knock a man senseless. | 

Scientists have not yet discovered | 
exactly how these electric organs | 
function. It was once thought that | 
the illumination was due to the pres- | 
ence of phosphorous, or to substances | 
given off by decaying matter in the 
sea, but these theories have been en- 
tirely disproven. What scientists do 
know, is that a process is carried on 
in these electric fish, which man has 
not been able to duplicate as yet. 
That is, energy is changed into elec- 
tricity without producing heat, a feat 
which has never been accomplished 
by man.

JESUS RESPONDS TO FAITH 


Golden Text: “Ask, and it shall be 
given you; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you.” Matthew 7:7. 

Lesson; Matthew 13:53—16:12. 

Devotional Reading: Psalm 4. 


Explanations and Comments 


Faith Tested and Triumphant, 15: 
21-28. To escape the hostility of the 
Pharisees and of Herod, and to secure 
rest for himself and his disciples, 
Jesus left Galilee and went north- 
westward into the neighborhood of 
Tyre and Sidon on the coast. There 
a Canaanitish woman came to him 
and, addressing him as “O Lord, tnou 
Son of David,” besought him to cure 
her daughter who was tormented 
with a demon. Mark calls her a Syro- 
phoenician, a Phoenician of Syria. 
Both terms, Canaan and Phoenicia, 
were used to designate the coast 
lands of Palestine. 

Though Jesus answered not a word, 
she continued to cry after him so per- 
sistently that the disciples urged him 
to send her away. They cared not 
whether or not her plea was granted 
provided they migat be left in peace. 
They were thinking, not of her 
trouble, but of their own discomfort 
which her persistent entreaties occa- 
sioned. 

“I was not’sent but unto the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel,” was 
Jesus’ word. Lost here has the sense 
of neglected, It was Ezekiel who said 
of the shepherds of Israel in his day: 
“The diseased have yet not strength- 
ened, neither have ye healed that 
waich was sick, neither have ye 
bound up that which was broken, 
heither have ye brought back that 
which was driven away, neither have 
ye sought that which was lost; but 
with force and rigor have ye ruled 
over them.” Jesus concentrated his 
efforts upon the neglected in his own 
land, leaving to his disciples the mis- 
sion among those not of that fold. It 
was a wise limitation of his ministry.

Agricultural Notes 


Many Items Of Interest To The 
Western Farmer 


For the whole of Canada, the value 
of all descriptions of farm poultry is 
estimated, at $33,456,000 in 1933, as 
compared with $34,138,000 in 1932. 

At the University of Toronto it 
was found that irradiated ergosterol 
was not as effective as cod liver oil 
in preventing rickets in chickens. 

Root development of the Baldwin 
apple, Mcntmorency cherry, Elberta 
peach, Bartlett pear and Italian 
prune is largely influenced by the 
character of the soil. 

Leaf-wrinkle is a nutritional dis- 
order of the soybean, the injury in- 
volving the tips of young leaves 
which later become much wrinkled 
on expansion. 


According to experiments in Italy, 
hens fed wholewheat flour laid more 
fertile eggs than hens fed white flour 
and the chickens from such eggs 
were larger and healthier. 


Flour which has to be stored for 
considerable periods in warm, dry 
rooms, such as are common in steam- 
heated houses, should be placed in 
air-tight containers, or practically so.

Flesh eaters like the coyote, bob- 
cat, and other mammals, and a wide 
variety of hawks and owls, feed quite 
regularly on jack rabbit, and under 
normal conditions help to prevent 
overpopulation. 

In a test covering three summers 
at Michigan to determine the value 
of commercial mixtures as compared 
with farm grains for working horses, 
it was proved that farm grain® were 
more economical than the commer- 
cia: mixtures. 


The results of six years cross- 
breeding experiments show that, in 
the average final weight per lamb, 
the rankings of lambs out of Ram- 
bouillet ewes according to the breed 
of their sires were Suffolk, Hamp- 
shire, Shropshire, Rambouillet, South- 
Gown, and Romney. 

Whereas the killing of roots and

Medical Insurance Plan 


Alberta Commission Investigates 
Possibilities of State Medical 
Service 
An ultimate $10,608,000 municipal- 
ized medical insurance scheme for the 
province igs recommended in a report | 
tabled in the Alberta legislature by 
a commission named in 1932 to in- 
vestigate the possibilities of a gen- 

eral medical insurance plan. 

For frontier districts the commis- 
sion recommends a state subsidized 
doctor who would be assisted by a 
nurse. In some of these sections a 
nurse might suffice, the report says, 
with a travelling clinic available for 
minor surgery. 

The body also reported that it is 
“of the opinion that the existing 
schedules of fees for surgical and 
specialized services is too high.” 

For the present the commission 
recommends an expansion of the Al- 
berta public health programme, more 
especially in the control of tuber- 
culosis, extension of public health 
nursing service, and a re-establish- 


ment of a travelling clinic service for | 


those parts of the provinces where a | 
similar service is not provided. 

It also recommends that the min- 
ister of health be given statutory 
authority to constitute areas as full- 
time health districts, and to deter- 
mine what proportion of the cost of 
administration shall be borne locally 
and what share ky the province.

Mr. F. C. Elford, Dominion poul- 
try husbandman and past-president 
of the World’s Poultry Congress, has 
just received, through the efforts of 
the Canadian trade commissioner at 
Milan, Mr. Muddiman, a report on 
the disposal of the Canadian birds 
that were exhibited at the Congress 
in Rome last summer.
